DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-16 are currently pending in this application. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 26, 2009 was in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 37 CFR 1 .98. The IDS document 
was considered. A signed copy of form 1449 is enclosed herewith. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention relates to a process for preparing organic carbonates. The process 
comprises a two stage reaction wherein in the first stage urea, salts and esters of 
carbamic acid and its N-substituted derivatives are reacted with polymeric alcohols to 
produce carbonates; in the second stage a mixture containing the carbonate and 
carbamate is reacted with an alcohol or a phenol with the formation of of their 
carbonates and back formation of the polymeric alcohlos. The closest prior art is U.S. 
Patent No. 5,349,077.. The non -obvious and not suggested aspect of the invention of 
the present application is that polymeric alcohols are used in the reaction which are 
regenerated in the second stage. Therefore, claims 1-11 and 13-18 are allowable over 
the prior art.
